Thus you will influence 
public opinion in our favor, and 
as a result the government and 
the parliament will finally become 
conscious of the exceptionally 
grave situation of public educa- 
tion in our country.’

It 
was a sad sight and a sad sound 
in this literate center of French 
civilization.” 


Disturbing Disease 

It was, one may be sure, a sad 
sound and sight. 

But even more melancholy is 
the fact that this same sickness 


disease in all the free world. 

That Marxist totalitarianism, 
dedicated to control of the mind 
and, therefore, the individual, 
should have used education—the 
tool of freedom—to move ahead 
in science is a serious indictment. 

The complaint of the French | 
teachers — that a dishwasher | 
makes more pay than a primary 
teacher, is echoed in our own 
country. It is equally true with 
us. In Russia all teachers are 
honored—and are among the bet- 
ter-paid persons. 

One cannot escape the conclu- 
sion that there is a direct connec- 
tion between the sickness of gov- 
ernment and public morale in 
France and that of education. 

At stake is what we call West- 
ern civilization. 


It is a civilization which came | 
with a surge after the Renais- | 
sance. Western civilization has as | 
its symbol the inquiring, doubt- 
ing, questioning mind and free 
will of spirit. It is a melange of 
prophets, scholars, artists, music, 
books, researchers, writers, doubt- 
ers, philosophers, thinkers, voy- 
agers of the spirit, a restless re- 
sistance of authority, pe status 
quo and conformity. 

In our own country we had 
Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin 
Franklin—men who did not look to 
government for a job but as a 
vehicle for the improvement of 
free man... the free and quest- 
ing mind. 


Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn, a 
controversial figure in American 
education for half a century, said 
last May, before the Sputniks: 

“Our teachers labor in vain as 
they seek to educate the people 
of a nation which has come to 
fear and despise the very essence 
of what education is and does ... 
our prevailing maxim for young 
people is not now ‘be good,” or ‘do 
good,’ but ‘make good.’ . . . Our 
only effective common purpose is 
that of forever raising higher and 
higher what we call a standard 
of living. And the illusions, the 
meaninglessness, inherent in that 
purpose, have penetrated into 
every corner gf our common life 
... our attempts to educate are 
hindered by a national defect of 
character . . . a strong defensive 
antipathy against self criticism, 
an insistence upon intellectual 
conformity, an irrational fear lest 
by the use of our minds we dis- 
cover that we are not in fact what 
we intend or profess to be ... we 
fail to educate our children chief- 
ly because we have not had time 
or integrity or courage to educate 
ourselves... .” 

We may disagree with this— 

But already we have sugges- 
tions we set up special schools to 
train scientists—which would be 
an imitation of Russia. We al- 
ready have the schools which can 
do the job . . . of educating the

Gives Up on 


Mass Bussing 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3 (#—The 
board of education today aban- 
doned the idea of mass bussing 
pupils as a school integration 
measure. 

A study of school integration 
prepared by associate superin- 
tendent of schools David H. Mos- 
kowitz said in part: 

“‘Mass bussing of children would 
do violence to the concept of the 
neighborhood, would destroy the 
many benefits which accrue from 
it, and would with good reason be 
opposed by the community.” 

New York has no legal segrega- 
tion in its 900 public schools. But 
because some of them are in pre- 
dominantly Negro or Puerto Ric- 
an neighborhoods, there are 
schools that are in effect segre- 
gated. 

Last spring the board of educa- 
tion experimented on a small 
scale with transporting pupils 
from segregated schools to more 
distant integrated schools. 

The move aroused a storm of 
controversy. Critics complained 
that the effect was not to raise 
standards in segregated schools 
but to lower standards in the 
others.

The Old Game Again: 
Where Cut the Budget? 


Additional administration and congres- 
sional leaders are warning that a tax cut 
next year is going to be next to impos- 
sible unless the American people are 
willing to take dangerous chances with 
national security. 

Administration planners, now busy in 
budget preparations for next year, are 
reported to be running into dead ends in 
their search for economies. Major sav- 
ings, they report, just aren’t in sight. A 
lot of minor items add up relatively to 
“peanuts.” 

Since about three-fourths of the 
budget is devoted to defense and veterans 
programs and in paying interest on the 
national debt, the area in which cuts 
can be made is limited indeed. Cuts in 
aid to states in public assistance grants 
could not be immediately effective since 
they have been programmed through 
1958. 

Interest on the national debt is run- 
ning at $7,800,000,000 a year. Cuts in vet- 
erans’ benefits being proposed affects the 
future but not immediate outlays. The

A Labor Union Official 
Makes Brave Proposal 


The proposal by President Richard J. 
Gray of the AFL-CIO Building and Con- 
struction Trades Union, which claims 
some 3% million of the 15 million 
AFL-CIO members, that unions forego 
1958 wage boosts is a welcome bit of fresh 
air in the confusion about inflation. 

So fresh is it, in fact, that other labor 
leaders are aghast. They have made too 
many promises and must produce to keep 
their jobs. Mr. Gray’s proposal has as 
much chance now as the proverbial snow- 
ball. 

But the idea has merit. Labor has just 
as big a stake in preserving the American 
economy as any other group. Higher wages 
which disappear in higher prices are paper 
gains only. As for Mr. Gray, the declining 
housing market may have opened his 
eyes. 

Labor and the country, too, should be 
reminded that increased wages without 
increased production contributes to infla- 
tion. Last year for the first time in about 
a decade, production increased by only 
about 1% per cent per man-hour, The 
average has been 3 per cent. 

With declining production and a mush- 
rooming population, no amount of in- 
flated money can increase the American 
standard of living or even maintain it at 
its present level. Yet the automobile in- 
dustry is making plans to ask for a shorter 
work week with more take-home pay. 
This will mean higher prices for cars and 
a further restriction in the market unless 
there is a corresponding increase in pro- 
duction and efficiency. 

So, Mr. Gray’s proposal is a brave and 
sensible one. If business and industry as 
well as labor would use common sense 
and restraint the constant erosion of the 
value of the dollar could be checked. The 
extent of the unjustified hike in the price 
of steel this year is no less injurious to 
the economy than continued inflation -in 
wages. 

If business and industry would call a 
moratorium on price increases while labor 
checked its wage demands, the over-all 


‘health of the economy would be improved. 


Labor and management each have equal 
responsibilities to that end.

Both the vice president and the recently resigned attorney general are 
credited with being the chief administration proponents of the civil 
rights bill enacted by the last session of Congress. 


And while Brownell is generally 
believed to have been the archi- 
tect of the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration’s plan of using federal 
troops in Little Rock, that move 
was endorsed by Nixon. 

When the civil rights and 
cloture issues were before the 
Senate, Nixon made what veteran 
Southern senators regarded as 
some very strange parliamentary 
rulings that helped the anti-Dixie 
liberals. 

Furthermore, the Democrats 
have not forgotten Nixon’s maud- 
lin “‘checkers’”’ speech of the 1952 
campaign nor his insinuations 
that the Democratic Party was a 
treasonable sort of outfit headed 
by a bunch of no-good bums. 

However, since the Sputniks be- 
gan to fly around and especially 
since President Eisenhower's lat- 
est illness, Nixon has begun to 
win a little more respect even

And in his meetings with the 
press at the White House during 
the President’s illness, Nixon han- 
died himself admirably. 


Possibly this growing respect 
for Nixon is simply wishful think- 
ing resulting from an increasing 
lack of confidence in the Eisen- 
hower leadership in a time of 
growing international crisis. 

The mood of Washington, as 
this observer detects it, is one of 
frustration and fearful uneasi- 
ness. 

Testimony before congressional 
investigating committees indi- 
cates that both the Truman and 
Eisenhower administrations have 
to share the blame for America's 
loss of first place to Russia in 
scientific progress. 

But what has shocked Wash- 
ington is the talk that the 
Eisenhower administration last 
year knew we were losing the 
missile race to the Russians, but 
that the White House ‘Palace 
Guard’ and the GOP high com- 
mand deliberately kept this 
ominous news from the Ameri- 
can public in an election year. 

Even this year the Eisenhower 
talks to Congress and the people 
represented everything as going 
well, with our defenses strong and 
our military capabilities ahead of 
the Soviet.

Hard-headed Americans realize to- 
day’s education of tomorrow’s leaders is 
of great moment to our country’s wel- 
fare. So they shoulder the educational tax 
burden gladly. 

But even so there comes a time when 
some folks feel somebody somewhere 
should shout whoa, wait a minute, not so 
fast, and remind us that the principal mis- 
sion of the schools is to educate and that 
we are not building country clubs but in- 
stitutions of learning.

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Now that 


figuratively are taking a long, careful, speculative look at what the 
consequences may be in an unprecedented situation in our history. 


This relates to Vice President 
Nixon who already is assuming 
the job of acting president though 
there is no such official under 
our system or under our Consti- 
tution. But fate has moved the 
vice president into such a role be- 
cause of the necessary long rest 
on a limited schedule prescribed 
for the President by his doctors 
at a time when events will not 
rest. It is even conceivable that 
a restricted regimen may be es- 
sential for the President for the 
rest of his term. 

But whether the President may 
in time return to normal activity, 
or aS near normal as possible, 
nevertheless, Vice President Nix- 
on will take on for a considerable 
period direct heavy responsibility 
and some measure of decision. 
And this at one of the most criti- 
cal periods of our history when 
incessant action is expected to 
be the rule. 

That means that Vice President 
Nixon must be in the midst of 
events and decisions and very 
close to all that happens at the 
top level. 

What the politicians. see for the 
Republican Party because of all 
of this is that he will thereby all 
but freeze out any rival for the 
a Party’s 1960 nomina- 


He needs to play his cards well 
for he will be operating constant- 
ly in a delicate area. There are 
pitfalls aplenty 


He must be helpful and active 
and ready to assume responsibil- 
ities, but yet must not seem to 
be pushing too hard and thus in- 
fringing on the President's power 
and prerogatives. In his peculiar 
situation he will find that it is 
most likely not to be the President 
who may be offended, who is, aft- 
er all, secure. In cases of this kind 
it is those in the intimate circle 
about the President who serve 
him and are devoted to his in- 
terests and are involved person- 
ally who are susceptible to jeal- 
ousy of any new claimant for 
power. 

In the present case, for in- 
stance, any such observer would 
suspect right off that much di- 
plomacy and finesse are required 
for two men to share power who 
are in close relation to the Presi- 
dent in this emergency. They are 
the vice president and his ad- 
mitted accession of added author- 
ity and Sherman Adams, assist- 
ant to the President, who has 
been accustomed now for five 
years to be the President’s alter 
ego, to speak for him, to make 
many decisions of his own and 
to direct the whole administrative 
staff that serves the President in 
the White House executive offices. 
Nixon now has moved -into this 
setup on a daily basis. 

Already one senses the delicacy 
of operating under the new “di- 
rectorate” or ‘regency.

Dog’s Spin on Sputnik Proves That Man Can Stand S pace Travel

When the first Sputnik beep- 
beeped from its orbit around the 
earth on Oct. 4, 1957, the question 
most frequently asked of me was 
whether the Russians might be 
able to get a second satellite into 
space before the first American 
Vanguard satellite joined the first 
Sputnik. My answer was, and had 
to be, “Of course.” Project Van- 
guard had still at least 10 weeks 
to go before it could attempt the 
first satellite shot. The Russians, 
on the other hand, had demon- 
strated that they had a function- 
ing satellite-carrying rocket and 
it is pretty self-evident that one 
does not build only one such 
pe if one starts building them 
at ail, 


Even with a production missile 
the flawless performance of any 
given specimen is difficult to 


llth of a Series 
guarantee. A _ satellite-carrying 
rocket is rather novel, to put it 
mildly, and a flawless perform- 
ance could be hoped for, but not 
predicted. Obviously, then, the 
Russians had built several and 
since one had performed, one of 
the others might perform at any 
minute. 


It was not a surprise, therefore, 
that Sputnik No. 2 made its ap- 
pearance. The surprise was that 
it was so different from the 
first. 

TWO COMPARED 
Let us recall quickly the estab-

For pur- 
poses of comparison one must, 
naturally, add up the weights of 
Sputnik No. 1, of its third stage 
rocket and of its nose cone.

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. told the State Wel- 
fare Department Tuesday to collect “long past due” ac- 
counts at the Milledgeville State Hospital or allow the 
attorney general’s office to institute legal proceedings.

She Sees Grandma 


As Hiope for Youth

NEW YORK, Dec. 3 (?)—Grandma holds the key 
to making a better world for children and children 
better for the world. 

So says Adele Rosenwald 
Levy, named ‘Woman of the 
Year” by the Federation of 
Jewish Philanthropies. 

“‘We could make a terrific im- 
pact on juvenile delinquency, 
the refugee problem, and the 
needs of all underprivileged 
children, but we haven't begun 
to touch our womanpower. We 
need to utilize our most power- 
ful resource—older women,” 
said Mrs. Levy in an interview. 

“Think of the job we could do 
if every woman would get out 
and work with youngsters in 
her community after her own 
children are grown. 

KEEP WOMEN YOUNG 

“‘What’s more, it would keep 


“Now they have their fami- 
lies, but they need homes. 
Many children have been born, 
and are growing up, in the 
refugee camps,”’ she said. 


Mrs. Levy calls herself “just 
a private citizen doing my bit 
for my community.” She be- 
gan concentrating on children’s 
welfare work during World War 
II “when everyone was going 
to war and no one was holding 
the fort. So I decided to try, 
and found myself on the Citi- 
zens Committee’’—a group of 
specialists in education, medi- 
cine, law and social work acting 
as ‘“‘watchdogs of the children.”

To practice over and over 
again until it becomes so much a part of our life that panic and 
bediam would not be a part of the picture in an actual emer- 
gency, until our very efficiency would be a discouraging factor 
to consider for an enemy contemplating attack.” 


Mrs. Tracy doesn’t recommend the quivering, jelly-like fear. 
that so easily descends on all of us brave, indifferent ones when 
the chips are down. 

“These truths should be faced, not with overpowering fear 
and resignation to doom,”’ she concluded, “but with constructive 
ideas and willingness to give our time and talents. We must pro- 
ceed with determination to preserve what we have for our own 
generation and for those yet to come.”
